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i. The headquarters and Til Battalion of the 5th Signal Regiment, unit no. 4601, 
are located in the "Ne Hurkach" Barracks in Pardubice. The I Battalion is 
located in the "17th November" 3erracks in Prague-Ruzyne; the Il Battalion is 
in the Kutna ora, The lst Company of I Battalion is equipped with ultra- 
shortwave transmitters of Germaa origin; the 2nd Company is equipped with 
Sienens-Heller teleprinters and transmitters and recsivers.® The 3rd Company 
consists of two listening posts with direction finders and transceiver inter- 
cept stations. Each company has 140 men, some of whom are on detached service 
with the Department of National Defense and the General Staff.
